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SECURING MINING CLAIMS. 


If a bona fide mining claim, located 
in good faith, is good for anything, the 
sooner that fact is ascertained the bet- 
ter for the locators. It it really pros- 
pects well and is worth developing, it 
cannot be worked too diligently, and 
the fortunate owner cannot do better 
than to make his title to the claim or 
location complete and secure as soon 
as possible, meanwhile doing all requi- 
site assessment or holding work. The 
following from the San Francisco 
Mining and Scientific Press is practi- 
cal and to the point, especially in the 
matter of securing the United States 
patent: 

The first of January will soon be 
here, and negligent miners are again 
reminded that they must do the work 
required by the laws of the United 
States on or before that date or they 
will be liable to lose their claims. 
Plenty of time and warning has been 
given and claim owners will have no 
one but themselves to blame if they 
forfeit their rights by not attending to 
their property in time. 

If certain claims are of any value, 
they will not be abandoned by the lo. 
cators, and it will probably happen 
that some of the “jumpers” will get 
fooled in some cases, supposing that 
work is not done because it has been 
neglected until late. As a general 
thing, however, none hut claims of 
some value will be liable to be jumped, 
and many of these have no doubt been 
“spotted”? by this timegby parties on 
the lookout for just such chances, A 
good many miners will, of course, put 
oft doing the necessary work until the 
last minute, intending to commence on 
the first day of January. Those who 
are left out in the cold by procrasti- 
nating can blame only themselves. 

The best way, no doubt, for bona 
fide settlers to do is to patent their 
claims at once. This will save annual 
expenditure and give a good title at 
the same time. A patent is a very 
good thing to hold in case of a sale. 
The English purchaser of mining prop- 
erty will not look at anything which 
is not covered by a United States pat- 
ent, and it is an incentive to any pur- 
chaser to know that he is sure ofa 
good title. 

In this connection it is proper to 
suggest to locators the propriety of 


having the original location properly 


surveyed by a competent surveyor, so 
as to have a perfect record to proceed 
upon when making application for a 
patent. The careless way in which 
measurements are usually made in 
original lecations makes it difficult to 
get the official surveys for patents 
in accordance with the legal regula- 
tions. A lawyer in this city told us 
not long since that in more than half 
the cases where patents were wanted 
it was impossible to get the surveys to 
correspond with the original record of 
location. In many cases the ground 
was formally relocated to save trouble. 
It is always best to have a preliminary 
survey made before taking steps to- 
ward applying for a patent.

HIGH-PRICED REAL ESTATE. 


The Board of Commlssioners yester- 
day voted to pay M. J. Smith $800 for 
a lot fifty feet square immediately in 
front of the Court House on the other 
side of the street. It seems that the 
Commissioners made the purchase 
witheut giving the matter much 
thought, or knowing whet use the 
county had for a ‘‘plaza.” They un- 
derstood that the county had a title 
for all of that plot situate in the square 
bounded on the south by A. J. Hatch’s 
property, on the east by the property 
of J. F. Jones et ai, on the west by 
south Virginia street and on the north 
by Mill streét. The truth is, however, 
the county has not gota title to one 
single inch of the land referred to. 
When the Court House was located on 
its present site, M. C. Lake, it seems, 
agreed to donate the land for a plaza 
and deed it to the county, but he has 
never executed a deed. Tax-payers 
and property holders in town are 
pretty generally of the opinion that 
the county did not want the land at 
any such price just now, and censnre 
the Commissioners for making the pur- 
chase. They all think, too, that the 
price agreed upon is entirely too much. 
Those who are good judges of real es- 
tate value do not appraise the prop- 
erty bought at even $200. Commis- 
sioner Frey, Chairman of the Board, 
thinks the price was too high, but 
says they could not get it for any less. 
It is quite evident that the Commis- 
sioners made a mistake in the matter 
by rushing blindly and voting away 
the people’s money without knowing 
what they were doing. There are 
many things the county needs more 
than a plaza, and it seems to us to be 
poor economy to vote away money for 
such purposes so long as our streets 
and highways are in the condition 
they are. 


THE TURF IN 1882. 


The best records for all ages of the 
turf have not been badly molested in 
the season of 1882. The great trot- 
ting record of Maud S., 2:1014, was 
not disturbed, neither were any of the 
other trotting records for all ages. The 
pacing record of Little Brown Jug, 
2:1344, remains unchanged, as does 
the rest of the pacing time. The 
only changes were in the record of 
Ten Broeck of 2:491¢, three years, 
ninety pounds, at Monmouth Park, 
September 9, 1875, which was low- 
ered this season by Ben d’Or, four 
years, who carried 125 pounds and 
made the distance in 2:49. This was 
truly a great performance, and was 
made early in the season. Glidelia, 
the chestnut Bonnie Scotland mare, 
has reduced the one and three-quarter 
mile record of 3:04, made August 6, 
1881, with 124 pounds. Glidelia went 
the distance with 116 pounds in 3:01. 
The best of all was the lowering of 
the three mile record of Thora by 
Linda Stanhope. Thora went three 
miles last year with ninety-nine pounds 
in §:251¢, while Linda Stanhope, car- 
rying 102 pounds, made. a record of 
5:25. Eleven new horses joined the 
2:20 class.

Logan Still After Porter. 
WasHineton, Dec. 12. 

If anybody supposes that Logan 
would surrender his convictions on 
account of Grant’s change of views on 
the Fitz-John Porter question he 
would have been undeceived if he had 
heard the Senate proceedings yester- 
day. Logan said, with energy and 
feeling: ‘‘I will demonstrate. before 
the country, if I cannot convince the 
Senate, that Iam right in the mat- 


ter. The Fitz—John Porter bill can- 
not pass this Senate mem con or 
without discussion. Persistence in 
wrong does not make it right. One 
Senator says great wrong has been 
done. [ do not think it is so, I 
say no man was more justly 
convicted than Fitz-John Porter 
and I stand here now to defend 
my position before the country. I 
believe I have facts upon my side. I 
am ready to sustain them. I am 
ready to take up this case when the 
Civil Service bill is disposed of.” 
Senator McPherson then referring to 
General Grant without naming him, 
said: “Tbere are gentlemen not less 
distinguished in military and civil 
life than the Senator from Illinois, 
who have changed their views 
upon the subject.” General Lv- 
gan, at the first public mention in 
the Senate of Genera] Grant’s recent 
advocacy of Fitz-John Porter, became 
intensely earnest and said: ‘“ I[nas— 
much as the Senator from New Jersey’ 
intimates that persons have changed 
their minds, I have to say that I have 
known ey to change their minds 
upon very flimsy pretexts.” 


Gorgeous Decorations for a Kanaka. 
OmaHA, Dec. 11. 
King Kalakaua’s Chamberlain, Col- 
onel C. H. Judd, who, with his party, 
passed through Omaha yesterday 
homeward bound from Europe, has, 
as is learned from some of his ac 
quaintances in this city, purchased in 
Europe some of the necessary insignia 
of royalty, including a crown, sceptre, 
robes, etc., for Kalakaua. The robes 
and royal diadom will be used at the 
coming coronation of the King and 
Queen. They are modeled after those 
of Russia, and the crown to be worn 
by the King is larger than that of his 
consort. They are nearly oval, and 
each is ornamented with a cross at 
the apex brilliantly studded with dia- 
monds. The rims, which are of solid 
gold, are inlaid with diamo..!s, and 
on either side are gold kalo leav’s, a 
plact highly prized by the peopic of 
Hawaii. The King's sceptre is com- 
posed of solid silver, inlaid with gold. 
The robes are purple, with ermine 
border. The King has been already 
crowned according to the customs of 
his own country, but on February 12 
he will be again crowned in the style 
that prevails in the courts of Europe. 
Invitations to attend the coronation 
have been sent to the President of the 
United States, and to the different 
rulers of the Old World. The cere- 
monies will take place in the new 
palace, which is a magnificent struc- 
ture. 
Work of the Shipping Commission. 
WasHInoTon, Dec. 12. 
Since the meeting of Congress the 
Joint Shipping Commission have held 
their meetings here, confirming the ac- 
tion of the sub-commission as to a re- 
duction of hospital taxes; also, the 
repeal of alleged onerous consular fees 
and reguiations; repeal of tbree 
months’ seaman’s wages payment; 
adoption of a clause against blood- 
money and free supplies for ship. At 
& meeting to-day other measures of 
relief were particularly agreed on, in- 
cluding a plan of rebate on materials 
for ship building purposes, suggested 
by the San Francisco Board of Trade.

THE FIRE THIS MORNING. 


Marrow Escape From a Serious Cop fia- 
gration. 
A fire occured this morning at quar- 


ter to three, in a stable in the alley 
between Sierra and North Virginia 
streets, and if Divine Providence and 
considerable luck had not been on the 
side of the people, an extensive con- 
flagration would have resulted. The 
fire was burning at least 20 minutes, 
and lighted up the whole neighbor- 
hood, before a move was made to ex- 
tinguish it. The engines got out after 
& fashion, but seemed to move around 
as if they had made their appearance 
under protest. A short time before 
the fire a high wind was blowing 
which subsided suddenly, as if Old 
Boreas did not want to take advantage 
of the town. The utility of fire-plugs 
was clearly demonstrated. There 
was insufficient hose for the engines, 
which were compelled to remain 
idle while the hydrants were utilized. 
These conveniences were the means of 
saving a large amount of property, for 
if the fire had spread to adjacent build- 
ings quite a number of wooden struc- 
tures would have been consumed, A 
few spirited firemen took oharge of 
the fire apparatus and made the most 
of it, and by diut of hard work con- 
fined the fire to a small place and 
eventually conquered it, though sparks 
and cinders were flying in sheets for a 
lung distance to the eastward. It 
broke out in a barn, the property of 
A. Nadon, situated on the alley run- 
ning north and south between North 
Virginia and Sierra street. The build- 
ing contained a horse and about one 
ton of hay and was soon in ashes. The 
horse was got out, From the stable 
the fire spread to a small house ad- 
joining on the south, also the property 
of Nadon, and occupied by Mrs. 
Hooper. The flames were soon lick- 
ing up another stable on the north, 
owned by Mrs. 8. D. Fannon and oc- 
cupied at present by Joo. Boyn- 
ton, which was also. destroyed. 
From Mrs. Fannon’s stable the fire 
leaped to a small dwelling house ad- 
joining, and owned by her, which was 
completely gutted. At the time the 
fire started a perfect blizzard was 
raging, and it seems miraculous that 
any building in the block was eaved. 
The firemen did splendid work, how- 
ever, and managed to confine the 
flames to the three buiidings burned. 
Nadon’s loss is about $400; Mrs. Fan- 
non’s loss will be about the same, and 
Mrs. Hooper wi'l lose about $i00 
worth of furniture.

PROTECTING TIMBER LAND. 


Ah Order that Will Work a Hardship 
‘in this Country 


The action of the Government io 
putting a stop to the cutting of timber 
on Government land will, as do most 
of the laws relative to the public do- 
main, be a benefit to some, by ena- 
bling them to gobble up the most 
valuable timLer lands, while it will be 
aserious detriment to that class of 
citizens which the Government pre- 
tends to aid and protect, viz: the 
farmer, mechanic and other consum- 
ers of lumber. In this country, for 
instance, says the Modoc Independent, 
there is an abundance of timber for 
all the requirements of the settlers, 
but there is little if any surplus. While 
nature has previded us with good agri- 
cultural lands, she has at the same 
time furnished sufficient timber tor 
the use of those who wish to cultivate 
and improve those lands, and while 
the Government is putting a stop to 
the waste of timber, it is taking 
money out of the pockets of those 
who, by the sweat of their brow, are 
endeavoring to make a living and at 
the same time are settling up and im- 
proving the country. In conversation 
with a saw-mill man the other day, he 
said, “I am not apy the loser by this 
order. I can buy all the timber land 
I want; I can get a portable engine, 
and move my mill from one section to 
another, as the timber gives out; I 
can build roads to my mill, wherever 
it is situated. But,” said he, “the 
lumber consumer will have to pay this 
extra expense; I -annot get an engine 
free of cost. It takes money to get 
land, and build roads, and I cannot go 
to all this extra expense and sell lum- 
ber at the prices I have been asking.” 
Nor can he do so. If the lumber 
manufacturer is put to double or 
treble the expense of making lumber, 
his prices must be in accordance with 
such expense, and this extra expense 
must of cuurse come from the pockets 
of the consumer, and the producing 


go to the land speculators. We say 
let our timber lands be free to the use 
of those who wish to use the timber 
in building up and benefiting the 
country.

For Fence Pests. 
A writer in an exchange says: “I 
discovered many years ago that wood 
could be made to last longer than iron 
in the ground, but thought the pro- 
cess so simple that it was not well to 
make a stir about 1t. I would as soon 


have poplar, bassweod or ash as any 
other kind of timber for fence posts. 
I have taken out basswood posts after 
having been set seven years that were 
as sound when taken out as when first 
put in the ground. Time and weather 
seemed to have no effect on them. 
The posts can be prepared for less 
than two cents apiece. This js the re- 
cipe: Take boiled linseed oil and stir 
in pulverized coal to the consistency 
of paint. Puta coat of this over the 
timber, and there is not a man who 
will live to see it rot.’’
